Regarding Eric Bueneman's comments on the metric controversy... 
TV News is reported in metric for two reasons. 


First, because the FCC has metricized. All Public Notices show antenna heights, distances from 
landmarks, etc. in meters. A very few (maybe one per month) applications or actions show feet, but in 
all such cases the metric number is the official figure. The time required to convert all this to feet 
would probably force me to ignore LPTV. (incidentally, I believe FM News uses feet because the 
primary data source, M Street Journal, does the conversion. Bruce Elving's conversion to metric when 
he was editing it, and in the FM Atlas, seemed to coincide with the FCC switch.) 


Second, because it's simply right. The rest of the world uses it, and our insistence on keeping the 
English system results in confusion and expense. I'm an engineer at a TV station. My work involves 
repair of both American and imported electronic equipment. And because of our insistence on English 
measurements, my employer must provide two sets of Allen wrenches, two sets of open-end wrenches, 
two stocks of spare hardware, etc., etc... Not to mention time lost by my need to search through the two 
sets of tools to find the right one for a particular device. Or, the time lost trying to figure out what's the 
next bigger size above 3/16". (quick, what is it?) 


In terms of the measurements used in the VUD, metricization is really pretty easy to deal with. Simply 
multiplying meters by 3 is close enough to feet. Divide kilometers by 2 to get miles. (a bit less 
accurate, but close enough to tell whether that 800km tropo opening was worth getting excited about!)

Probe 9. The results are highly in favor of the APS 14. The gain is a lot better, 2 to 4 dB. The 
directivity is greatly better. I can hear stations that I cannot find with my Probe 9. I would highly 
recommend use of the APS 14." 


Speaking of antennas, Rich Wertman sends along the following item: "Antennacraft has discontinued 
production of all P-5 and P-7 antennas. (‘The parabolics just aren't moving’) I can still get some P-5's 
and P-7's for a limited time. New prices are as follows due to 1 only dist's supply - P-5's $140 and P- 
7's $165, including UPS shipping in the continental US. After these are gone I'll only be able to order 
either specially in lots of 50 but at a better price. Those of you interested please call me or drop a line.

Messages left on WLUC-6’s Internet bulletin board complain of adjacent-channel interference 
from the new station in the Keewenaw Peninsula area. (the northern tip of Upper Michigan) 
This should be a popular skip target for New England and Southern/Texas DXers. Again, 


WBKP is an ABC affiliate. 


We should expect the numerous new-station applications to begin drying up pretty soon. The 
FCC has enacted a freeze on additional TV stations, both full and low power, pending action 


on digital TV.

FORUM 


Dave Nieman, Akron NY: 


The programming changes in western New York are finally on the air. Hold on to your hat, this 
one is a bit complicated... 


Grant Broadcasting purchased dark WTJA-26 Jamestown, rebuilt it, and gave it and several 
million dollars to Tri-State Christian Television, owners of WNYB-49 Buffalo. In return, Tri- 
State Christian gave Grant WNYB. Tri-State kept the WNYB calls, transferring them to 
channel 26; Grant obtained the new calls WNYO for channel 49. On October 23, channel 49 
switched to the new calls and a WB affiliation. According to Dave, the swap happened only 
because of channel 49’s established position on cable systems in the area — otherwise, Grant 
would have kept channel 26 and operated it as the WB affiliate. (| personally have to wonder 
if adjacent-channel interference from CBLFT-25 was also an issue?) 


Dave brought my attention to W60CG and W68CT Wilson; these stations hold (to my 
knowledge) the record for the highest ERPs for LPTVs! Both stations use directional 
antennas, and | would assume very tight directional patterns are used to achieve these high 
ERPs. These stations may be very strong if you’re in their beams, but they’re probably non- 
existent only a mile or two away on the wrong side of the pattern. This is probably also why 
two different channels are used from the same site. Dave says these translators exist 
because of interference from CIill-TV-7 Midland, Ontario in the northern parts of the WKBW-7 
coverage area. These CPs are actually a few years old. 


WNYS-43’s new facilities are now on the air. This station started its life as WSNR-TV, maybe 
the only The Box station with a regular license — but with no more power than the LPTVs that 
make up the rest of the Jukebox Network. The power increase brings their signal at Dave’s 
location to a level a bit better than WSYT-68’s. (ironic.. as WNYS is now on the WSYT tower, 
at essentially the same height, and with a power about 20% less than WSYT’s...) 


Fernando Garcia, Monterey NL Mexico: 


Fermando has information on some changes - and some mysteries — in his area.. First, 
there’s a new station on channel 44 in Saltillo, Coahuila. XHLLO is an affiliate of TV Azteca’s 
Canal 7 network. Fernando has also seen the new calls on channel 30 in Fort Myers, now 
WGCU. (“Gulf Coast University”) Indeed, he must have seen them within a few days of the 
FCC grant, as they didn’t appear in the database until a week after | received his email! 


There are also some mysteries. First, he’s seeing three new translators; channel 43 with 
KMOL-4, channel 45 with KENS-5, and channel 47 with KSAT-12. They peak with KVAW-16 
Eagle Pass. My educated guess is that these are K77CN, K79CD, and K81BN Camp Wood, 
Texas, moving to new channels, but nothing appears in the FCC Notices about this. Then 
again, translators and LPTVs are often granted special temporary authority to change 
channels without notice. 


Anther mystery is a channel 47 from the direction of central Texas carrying PSN home 
shopping. He speculates (and | suspect he’s right) it’s KTAQ Greenville. Can any 
Texas/Oklahoma members confirm this one? Other mysteries include a home-shopping 
station on 20 (W20BS Meridian, MS? - but | think it’s part of a wireless-cable system), Spanish 
from the NNW on channel 15, not part of any Mexican network; and TBN on 14 from the 
direction of Midiand. 


David Austin, Myrtle Beach SC: 


Our Webmaster noticed the call change on his local WGSE-43. The same newspaper article 
that brought it to his attention says the station will (as you might guess from the calls!) become 
a Fox affiliate in early 1997.

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In Search Of A Broadband Null 

Regular readers of VUD may have noticed the 
absence of mention of phasing boxes in the TV 
columns. These are devices used to combine antenna 
outputs in such a way as to null out (reduce the 
amplitude of) unwanted stations. Phasing boxes are 
used for FM reception, however, where the 
percentage bandwidth used is small enough (0.1%) 
that a null can be maintained over the whole channel. 


Consider, however, the low VHF TV band, where 
reception of DX stations is more likely limited by 
interference from other TV stations rather than by 
noise. The percentage bandwidth occupied by TV 
stations in this band is not 0.1%, but ts about10%. 


A signal may be cancelled by combining two 
equal amplitude sources of that signal that are 180° 
out of phase. Theoretically we could obtain perfect 
cancellation, but in practice we have trouble 
maintaining the necessary amplitude or phase 
conditions, especially over a wide band of frequencies. 


To give you some idea of the precision required, 
note that if one of the amplitudes is 10% different 
from the other, or the phase difference is more than 
5.7° from the required 180° difference, then the best 
null obtainable is only -20 dB. If both phase and 
amplitude errors of this magnitude are present, the null 
is only -17 dR To obtain a more respectable -37 dB 
null the amplitudes must be equal within 1% and the 
phases within 0.57° of 180°. 


Thus if the 180° phase reversal is provided by a 
length of transmission line, or even by lumped 
constants, a good stationary null will not likely be 
obtained over a wide band of frequencies. 


There are other ways to reduce the strength of 
local stations relative to skywave propagated DX 
stations. One way, mentioned by our reporters, is to 
mount the antenna close to the ground. The ground 
reflected image of a horizontally polarized antenna is 
almost of equal amplitude and shifted by 180° for 
signals arriving near the horizon. The result is a null 
at the horizon for all azimuth angles. Although present 
for all antennas, it is broader for lower antennas. 


I have already mentioned in this column using 
vertically polarized antennas to reduce the strength of 
local stations. In future columns, I plan to write about 
combinations of antennas in which the phase shift is 
obtained with a 180° hybrid or by inverting one 
antenna. Then differences in transmission line lengths 
may be used to position a frequency-independent null.

Others, as this article from the December 1951 issue of 
"Radio/Television News" points out, felt that selling 
DX receiving gear might be a money-making proposition. 


Now, we know the truth. DXing can be expensive!

ONGMONT, Colorado—a pleasant 
little city about thirty miles due 
east of famed Longs Peak—is 

over 500 miles from the nearest tele- 
vision station. But that hasn’t pre- 
vented McKee’s Modern Home Center, 
an appliance store right on Main 
Street, from erecting a television an- 
tenna, installing a receiver, and actual- 
ly receiving television signals. 

As a matter of fact, Lawrence Pick- 
erell, technician for the store, has 
logged twenty-four stations, and is 
adding new ones regularly. Howard 
McKee, the owner, says that television 
DX-ing will pay off businesswise—and 
ee had previous experience to prove 
t. 

McKee and Pickerell were associated 
in another appliance store in Iowa, and 
that is where the story begins. 

“A station with TV came on the air 
over a hundred miles away,” says Mc- 
Kee. “One was due to be built which 
would be a lot closer. But instead of 
Waiting for it—one store in town went 
Tight to work doing everything they 
could to pick up the ‘fringe’ station. 

_ “Naturally, reception wasn't good at 
times. But at other times it was OK.

Longs Peak, 30 miles west of Longmont. In many in- 
stances, McKee’s has found that by pointing the an- 
tenna toward the mountain the signal strength can 
be increased. The peck is over 14,000 feet while 
the city of Longmont is 5000 feet above sea level. 
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One Colorado dealer has found television DX-ing a 
practical way to build a market for TV receivers 
although the nearest station is 500 miles away! 


“However, this was the important 
thing. The store which first began 
pulling in the distant station got a 
tremendous amount of local publicity. 
Further, their service department got 
a lot of practical experience from 
working with TV equipment. 

“Well, as was expected, a TV station 
was finally built close by, and long dis- 
tance reception was no longer neces- 
sary. But when TV sets began to sell 
in the town, the store which had be- 
come known locally as ‘the television 
store’ wound up with a lion’s share of 
the TV set business.” 

Having watched all of this work out 
in Iowa, McKee and Pickerell decided 
to follow the same plan in Colorado,

when McKee bought a store in Long- 
mont. 

Longmont, Colorado, however, is far 
from being in a “fringe” area. The 
only large city nearby is Denver—and 
Denver is one of the two cities of its 
size in America to be caught in the TV 
“freeze” without a single television 
station. 

The nearest TV station is in Omaha, 
Nebraska—over 500 miles away. It 
all looked pretty hopeless but “Pick” 
and McKee decided to give it a whirl 
anyway. 

They decided that despite the dis- 
tance Omaha was probably the best 
bet, so they bought a stacked array 
cut for Channel 6, and fitted it with 
a rotator. Then they added an Anchor 
booster to their Sentinel receiver and 
they were ready to go. 

In the Spring of 1950 they began to 
receive stations with increasing regu- 
larity in the season which Pick says 
corresponds roughly to the “short skip” 
season on the 10 meter band. During 
50, the best times of day were the 
noon hour, from 5:00 to 6:00 p.m., and 
from 8:30 on in the evening. During 
51, 8:00 a.m. and early afternoon were 
the best, with no late evening recep- 
tion. 

Reception during ’51 was not as good 
as in '50, again corresponding to the 
short skip activity on the 10 meter 
band. 

Approximately 25 per-cent of the 
stations are received with “program 
quality.” Another 50 per-cent of the 
stations are of passable quality, good 


crough to allow identifying test pat- 
terns readily. The remaining 25 per- 
cent are pretty rough going, with lots 
of “snow” and intermittent reception. 

“pick” wondered if nearby Longs 
Peak, which is over 14,000 feet high 
and is surrounded by other high moun- 
tains, was helping reception along. In 
1950 he was about convinced that it 
was, for in nearly every case reception 
was better with the antenna pointed 
at the mountain—regardless of the ac- 
tual direction of the station from Long- 
mont. But this phenomena was not 
apparent in most of the reception in 
1951, so “Pick” hasn’t reached any def- 
jnite conclusions regarding it. 

Another interesting phenomenon oc- 
curred one day when the antenna was 
pointed away from the station. A bit 
of looking out-of-doors revealed a 
Jarge, black cloud—toward which the 
antenna was pointed. Turning the an- 
tenna away from the cloud made the 
station fade out completely. 

The equipment used for reception is 
all standard. “Pick” has grounded the 
ag.c on the TV receiver to improve 
contrast, but otherwise the set is an 
ordinary TV receiver. The location is 


right in the heart of the business dis- _ 


trict, on a street which is also a high- 
way, so receiving conditions are far 
from ideal. “Pick” is working on a 
neutralized 6J6 booster, which he hopes 
will improve signal-to-noise ratio. 
Checking over Pickerell’s log (see 
Table 1) shows that despite the fact 
that the antenna is cut for Channel 6, 
most of the reception is on Channels 2, 
4, and 5. The most consistent station, 
and the one with the best signal, is 
KPRC in Houston, Texas. Pickerell

watched the MacArthur broadcast 
from this city, a broadcast which was 
“program quality” all of the way. 
Will TV DxX-ing pay off for the 
store? It is pretty hard to answer 
that question now, of course. However, 
there is no question but that having 
a TV set to work with—and maintain 
—is giving McKee’s a jump on com- 
petitors when it comes to practical ex- 
perience. Chances are good that the 


‘ 


TV DX-ing will do the job of identify- 
ing the store with TV. 

At any rate, the first place where 
the writer stopped to track down the 
rumor that someone in Longmont was 
receiving TV, a man behind the coun- 
ter knew all about it. 

“Go down to McKee’s on Main 
Street,” he told me. “They’re the tele- 
vision store in Longmont.”
